There was no ceremony, e¢x- 
cept for handshaking and a salute 
of 21 guns, which thundered forth 
as soon as the President embarked 
on the gunboat. 

Boards George Washington. 

From the railroad siding to the 
dock were drawn up a battalion of 
American soldiers, and a French 
marine band played. “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” as the gunboat 
‘left its moorings. All the ships in the 
harbor displayed the American flax 
and all traffic was suspended while 
the President's party was tranes- 
ferred to the George Washington. 

A French naval escort, consisting 
of the cruiser Conde and several 
torpedo boats, acted as a guard of 
honor for the George Washington.

Armed Force in Background. 

‘Armed force is in the back- 
ground in this program, but it is 
in the background; and, if the 
moral force of the world will not 
suffice, the physical force of the 
world shall. But that is the last 
resort, because this fs intended as 
a constitution of peace, not as a 
league of war. 

“The simplicity of the document 
seems to me to be one of its chief 
virtues. because, speaking for my- 
self. I was unable to see the va- 
riety of circumstances with which 
this league would have to deal. I 
was unable, therefore, to plan all 
the machinery that might be nec- 
essary to meet the differing and 
unexpected contingencies. There- 
fore. I should say of this docu- 
ment. that it is not a strait- 
jacket, but a vehicle of life 

“A living thing Is born and we 
must see to it what clothes we 
put on it. It fs not a vehicle of 
power, but a vehicle fn which 
power may be varied at the dis- 
eretion of those who exercise It, 
and in accordance with the chang- 
ing circumstances of the time 
And yet, while it is elastic, while 
it is general in its terms, it is 
definite in the one thing that we 
were called to make definite-—it its 
a definite guarantee of peace. It 
is a definite guarantee by word 
against aggression. It is a definite 
gunrantee against the things which 
have just come near bringing the 
whole structure of civilization into 
ruin. 

“Its purposes do not for a mo- 
ment lie vague. Its purposes are 
declared and its powers are un- 


be used merely for exploitation 
We recognize in the most solemn 
manner that the helpless and un- 
developed peoples of the world, 
being in that condition. put an 
obligation upon us to look after 
their interests primarily before we 
use them for our interests: and 
that in all cases of this sort here- 
after it shall be the duty of the 
league to see that the nations who 
are assigned as the tutors and ad- 
visers and directors of these peo- 
ples shall look to their interests 
and their development before they 
look to the interests and desires of 
the mandatory nation itself. 

“There has been no greater ad- 
vance than this, gentlemen. If you 
look back upon the history of the 
world you will see how helpless 
peoples have too often been a prey 
to Powers that had no conscience 
in the matter. It has been one of 
the many distressing revelations 
of recent years that the great 
Power which has just been, hap- 
pily, defeated, put intolerable bur- 
dens and injustices upon the help- 
less people of some of the colonies 
which it annexed to itself, that its 
interest was rather their exter- 
mination thanstheir development; 
that the desire was to possess 
their land for European purposes 
and not to enjoy their confidence 
in order that mankind might be 
lifted in these places to be the next 
higher level. 

“Now, if we may believe the 
picture which I see, there comes 
into the foreground the great body 
of the laboring people of the 
world, the men and women and 
children upon whom the _ great 
burden of sustaining the world 
must from day to day fall, wheth- 
er we wish it to do so or not; peo- 
ple who go to bed tired and wake 
up without the stimulation of live- 
ly hope. These people will be 
drawn into the field of interna- 
tional consultation and help and 
will be among the wards of the 
combined governments of the 
world. This is, I take leave to say, 
a very great step in advance in 
the mere conception of that. 

“Then, as you will notice, there 
isan imperative article concerning 
the publicity of all international 
agreements Hienceforth no mem- 
ber of the league can claim any 
agreement valid which it has not 
registered with the secretary-gen- 
eral, in whose office, of course, it 


same time a practical 
and a human document. There is 
a pulse of sympathy init. There is 
4 compulsion of conscience 
throughout it It is practical and 
vet it is intended to purify, to rec- 
tifv, to elevate. 

“And I want to 
as my observation instructs mé, 
this is in one sense a belated docu- 
ment. 1 believe that the conscience 
of the world has long been pre- 
pared to express itself in some 
such way. We are not just now 
discovering our sympathy for these 
people and our interest fn them. 
We are simply expressing it, for it 
has long been felt, and ™ the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of more 
than one of the gre#t states repre- 
sented here-—so far as I know, all 
of the great states that 
sented here—that humane impulse 
has already expressed itself in their 
dealings with their colonies, whose 
peoples were yet at a low stage of 
civilization. 

“We have had many instances 
of coloniés lifted into the sphere 
of complete self-government. This 
is not the discovery of a principle. 
It is the universal application of a 
principle. It is the agreement or 
the great nations which have tried 
to live by these standards in thei: 
separate administrations to unite 
in seeing that their common force 
and their common thought and in 
telligence are lent to this great 
and humane enterprise. I think 
it is an admission, therefore, for 
the most profound satisfaction 
that this humane decision should 
have been reached in a matter for 
which the world has long been 
waiting and until a very resent 
period thought that it was still too 
early to hope. 

“Many terrible things have come 
out of this war, gentlemen, but 
some very beautiful things have 
come out of it. Wrong has beer 
defeated, but the rest of the world 
has been more conscious than it 
ever was before of a majority o° 
right. People that were susp!i- 
clous of one another can now live 
as friends and comrades in a sin- 
gle family, and desire to do so 
The miasma of distrust, of intrigue. 
is cleared away Men are looking 
eye-to-eye, and saying, ‘We ar’ 
brothers, and have a common pur-

| “The idea that camouflage consis‘t- 


ef of a pot of paint and a bag of sly 
tricks is all rot,’ he said to a Pdost- 
Dispatch reporter today in describ- 
ing the work. “It was chiefly the 
art of making artillerymen keep un- 
der the trees as they brought their 
guna up, and preventing them from 
jeaving tracks for enemy airmen to 
photograph, There were no paint 
pots, but there was a lot of hard 
work.” 

There were 700 camouflageurs 
with the American army in France, 
250 of whom were recruited in this 
country and the remainder of whom 
were drawn from the ranks in 
France. 

Had to Select Gun Positions. 

A very important duty, Lieut. 
Bridge said, was selecting positions 
for batteries. After last July, orders 
were issued that the camouflage sec- 
tion should choose all battery posi- 
tions. 

“Camouflage depended for exist- 
ence almost entirely on trees,"’ Lieut. 
Bridge continued. “Its purpose was 
limited almost entirely to concealing 
gun positions. We would put up a 
scaffold with poles, cover it with 
chicken wire, on which the colored 
burlap was stretched. This burlap 
was all colored in the camouflage 
factory at Dijon, where 300 French 
girls worked at it. 

“The spot would be slected among 
a clump of trees, and the burlap 
made to look, from above, like foil- 
age. If there were no trees, camou- 
flage was entirely useless. The idea 
that camouflage could be put up lo 
resemble trees, when there were no 
trees around, is all wrong. 

“After the structure was up, the 
artillerymen would dig their em- 
placements. Meantime, our own air- 
men would photograph the place. 
and if there were any defects, they 
would be remedied. The camouflage 
officer then marked off a trail over 
which the artillery was brought up. 
the purpose being to have it follow a 
path of which the tracks would not 
Le visible. 

“We had to watch the artiller,r- 
men as they put the guns in, to keep 
them from leaving tracks all around. 
There was one camouflageur in 
charge of screening each battery. 
and the actual work was done by 
artillerymen, under his direction. 

How “Shadows” Were Made. 

“The burlap was colored so as to 
resemble trees and the ground, in a 
Seneral way, although there were 
ro pictures of trees, or anything else, 
painted on it. It also was pierced 
with large, uneven holes, in order to 
make dark shadows appear on it. A 
flat, even surface will show up on a 
photograph from an airplane like a 
roof, no matter what color it is 
painted. 

“The Germans were very adept at 
famouflaging, especially in carefully 
Selecting their gun positions. 

“There was one Major in our arm’ 
Who said he didn't believe in camo':- 
flage, and thought it was all foolish- 
ness, 60 he aligned his battery out in 
the open. He had been there abot 
12 hours when one of his guns was 
but out by a shell; then he removed 
them. It was following that incident 
that the order was issued making 
camouflaging obligatory.”

FERTILIZING PLANT DESTROYED 


Loss of Factory in Savannah, Ga., 
Several Millions. 
By the Associated Press 

SAVANNAH, Ga., Feb. 15 Fed 
by large quantities of rosin and tur- 
pentine, fire late yesterday destroyed 
the plant of the Southern Fertilizer 
and Chemical Co., and burned 
through three city blocks about 200 
feet wide through the terminal of the 
Seaboard Ail Line railroad on Hutch- 
inson Island, with a loss estimated in 
millions of dollars. 

Cotton, naval stores, sugar, lum- 
ber and nitrate of soda added to the 
intensity of the ‘flames, whichb were 
got under control after five hours. 
More than 30 freight cars loaded 
with nitrate of soda and other fer- 
tilizer materials were destroyed. The 
nitrate of soda burned was valued at 
$1,500,000. The terminal is located 
across the Savannah river from the 
business section of the city.

No deliberative body such as that 
meeting at Versailles could refuse to 
accept it. It might be said that all 
time to come is looking down upon that 
conference, a thing vastly more impor- 
tant than time past. The world can- 
not go on with war and preparedness 
for war. It can’t pay for it. The eco- 
nomic consideration always serves 
when the moral consideration fails. 

“Most great moral victories owe 
their success to economics. It shall be 
so in this instance. The world has prac- 
ticed the immorality of war until it 
can no longer pay the cost of making 
war, so everybody is willing to quit. 

“However, let us not thank God any 
the less than if everybody had agreed 
to quit because war was found to be 
immoral. God will Himself be much 
too happy to care how it happened.”

HOME. 


Is home any sweeter to us than it is 
to the beast of the fleld? Apparently 
not. Mr. Norman McClintock, who re- 
cently exhibited in St. Louls moving 
pictures of wild animals in their win- 
ter haunts, assured his audience that 
every wild animal has a home. With 
the burrowing animals, this is obvious 
enough, though perhaps few people are 
aware that the woodchuck has the 
fashionable habit of having both a 
summer and winter home, one in the 
woods and the other in the open. It is, 
among the larger wild animals that 
the homing instinct is most interesting. 
The elk, deer, buffalo and mountain 
sheep, for instance, are all at home 
somewhere. They have a place to sleep 
to which they go every night, though 
this be no more thana cold rock. We 
see this instinct in cattle, which will 
wear the grass off that particular spot 
where they lie at night. Wild animals, 
Mr. McClintock says, have rather a 
small range about home. They wil ex- 
tend that a bit to get food, as the elk 
in Jackson's Hole, Wyoming, do when 
they come down every morning in win- 
ter to get hay which the Government 
throws out for them, climbing the 
mountains again at sundown. Alarm 
a wild animal upon its range, shoot 
at it or pursue it, and it runs for 
home—exactly as we all do. Strangely, 
too, the humbler home is the greater 
the speed in the animal kingdom is to 
get to it. Thus, man, who has the 
strongest home, gets there in compara- 
tively slow time; whereas the deer, 
whose home is so defenseless that he 
cannot even stop at it, gets there in 
nothing. Apparently, then, what gets 
us home is nothing to our credit. It is 
not a sense of responsibility to our 
families. It is an instinct, sharpest in 
those who get in early, and dullest in 
those who get in late.

_ In Preserving the Health.

LEANLINESS is the foundation 
C:: sanitation and sanitation is 

the first step toward good health. 
Clean food is very apt to be safe 
food; clean hands will not often cun- 
vey disease to the mouth, and a 
clean body will resist disease far 
/more successfully than a dirty body 
will. 

It took the doctors a long time to 
learn that lack of clealiness was 
responsible for many of the compli- 
cations that followed operations and 
the handling of patients, but when 
they did find it out they went thor- 
oughly into the business of making 
everything that touched them thor- 
oughly clean. 
| To be surgically clean means to 
be absolutely germiess If a sir- 
|geon's knife, shining ard ready to 
|Operate, has a tetanus germ on it 
that knife is unclean and instead of 
| being an instrument of mercy to re- 
\lleve suffering, it would become a 
| possible messenger of death. 
| We cannot see the infection on the 
common drinking cup, the -scoller 
, towel, the point of a pencil that hay 
'just been moistened with saliva, or 
in water, milk or food, but we well 
know the danger that such invisible 
,‘‘dirt’ may harbor. Diseases rosult- 
ing from uncleanliness are among 
the most serious and fatal affections 
that we have to deal with.
